If in doubt how to write a Hanzi please use your experience: When there is no number displayed, the stroke 
order and writing is as you have previously learned (assuming that you started this course book from the 
very beginning). 

This course book introduces simplified Chinese characters as used in China and Singapore. 2 printed fonts 
of each Hanzi are displayed to help understand the small differences in their appearance especially when 
handwriting is concerned. In some cases traditional characters or derivations are added for your 
reference. All simplified Hanzi of this course book are part of the international Chinese language 
proficiency test HSK.
